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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants' agent called to discuss the possible allowable subject 
matter previously suggested by the Examiner. The Examiner indicated that the prior art of record relied upon to teach 
the inorganic layer (be it oxide or nitride) taught the layer to be a surface oxidized/nitrided layer (Kokai et al., '426). 
The Examiner indicated that the thickness of such a layer as claimed in claim 13 (100 nm to 3000 nm) would not 
appear to have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art since a "surface oxide" or "surface nitride" layer would 
reasonably be expected to be a very thin, e.g. Angstrom to a few nm. As such, the Examiner indicated that positive 
amendment to recite that the inorganic layer possessed a thickness of 100 nm to 3000 nm would appear to distinguish 
over the art of record, though the Examiner indicated that a further search and/or consideration would be required to 
insure that the prior art did not recognize surface oxide/nitride layers meeting the claimed thickness and structural 
limitations..
